Case Squad of Greater St. Louis 
has elected Granite City Police 
Chief Col. Bob Astorian as a 
member of its board of direc- 
tors.

Astorian. was an eadflier= sup- 
porter of the Major Case Squad, 
which investigates homicides 
and other crimes in the St.Louis 
metropolitan area. 

“lve always been _a_ great 
sponsor of the Major Case,” 
Astorian said. He.described the 
appointment as a ‘‘really great’’ 
opportunity. : 
The permanent position. will 

uire Astorian to review: crimi- 
nal cases under investigation 
and to decide, along with other 
board members, -when the squad 
will supply officers to .area 
police or shériff’s dey ents. 

In_ 1986, Granite City Police 
asked the squad for assistance 
two hours after-the discovery of 
the double-murder of real estate 
agent-—-Carl Hoffman and -his 
wife, Susan. The squad was first 
uséd here ih 1976 when an elder- 
ly woman was beaten to death 
and her house set on fire. Unlike 


the—Hoffmian—-case—-which ended 
in an arrest and conviction, the. 
first case remains unsolved. 

Last year, the squad was 
called in: to investigate the fatal 
beating Oct. 22 of Nancy Ben- 
nett, a night clerk at-Huck’s 
Convenient Store, , Pontoon 
Beach, No arrests have been 
made in that homicide. 

“Astorian said the squad is usu- 
ally called after a serious crime 
has occurred and there is “real- 
ly*nothing to go on.” 

The case he remembers most 
vividly is another unsolved mur- 
der and his first as a member of 
the Major Case Squad. A St. 
Charles man was killed by a 


* shot fired through a .window as 


he sat in his home. —) 

“We worked day and night,” 
Astorian said. The squad’s 
efforts revealed. the victim's 
complex background, but failed 
to pinpoint a suspect. 

“T’ve_been involved with the 
Major Case almost since its very 
inception,’ said Astorian, who 
was an officer in the unit in 1965. 
The squad was formed in- 1964. 
At that time, members attended 
five-day seminars in criminal 
investigation: and attended_a 


series. of training lectures, Asto- 
rian said the training has provén 
invaluable, 

He served until 1970 and was 
respected again in about 1977. 
Besides serving as an investigat- 
ing member, he was rsonnel 
officer and report officer, in’ 
charge of preparing a synopsis 
of each investigation at its con- 
clusion. _ 

Last November, Astorian, 
attended his first board meeting 
as an observer prior to his offi- 
cial appointment in December. 
The board includes St. Clair 
County Sheriff Mearl Justus and 
Alton Police Chief Donald San- 
didge, who also serves as .com- 
mander of the case squad. 

The board's latest project is to 
purchase radios for the squad, 
rather than having officers 
depend on equipment supplied 
by host departments at the 
scene. 

Local police chiefs must 
request assistance from the 
Major Case Squad within five 
hours of a crime and provide 
office space, food and shelter. 
Salaries and overtime are paid 
by the home cities of eactr offi-

When Sears-Roebuck and 
Montgomery Ward introduced 
their catalogs around the tufti of 
the century, they had no idea 
they were starting a trend that 
still would be going strong 
today. Those early mail-order 
catalogs featured a wide array 
of merchandise, but pale in com- 
parton to today’s offerings: 

's-and-boats;-cameras-and 
computers, software and cook- 
ware, all no more than a phone 
call away. 

But before you dial, the Mis- 
souri Societyof CPAs recom- 
mends you follow a few simple 
steps to avoid some of the most 
common plttalle of mail-order 
shopping. ile the vast majori- 
ty of catalog companies are rep- 
utable, there are some that 
should be avoided, the society 
Says. And most of them can be 
spotted easily, it adds. 

These are the society’s tips: 
thing to remember is 
that if it looks too good to be 
true, it probably is. Be suspi- 
cious of mail-order advertise- 
ments or catalogs that offér 
name-brand merchandise at 
remarkably low prices. Quality 
merchandise is often available 
at discounted prices from honest 
sources, but remember that the 
manufacturer and distributor are 
in business to make a profit.-So

‘There are a number of other 
steps you-can take as well. The 
first is to contact your local Bet- 
ter Business Bureau before 
ordering from a mail-order 
house for the first time. Your 
local Better Business Bureau 
will-contact_its counterpart in 
the city in which the mail-order 
company is located to determine 
if any complaints have been 
received about the company. 
Remember that most companies 
will have at least a few com- 
plaints filed Sgainst them. But if 
complaints were f ent or not 
adequately addr |, you may 
want to spend your money else- 
where. 

‘You should also read the ad or 
catalog Closely for disclaimers. 
Disclaimers indicating that all 
sales are final or that no war- 
ranty_is expressed or implied 
should make you suspicious of 
the product’s quality. Also look 
for fine print concerning product 
size and description. Some firms 
will use an “artist’s rendering” 
or large photograph to misrepre- 
seit the size or design of a prod:

People's attitudes toward-snow 
vary depending on their view- 
int. It can be a beautiful sight 
ou’re in a warm, cozy place 
1 out. It can be a source of 
joy if you’re a skier. Or, snow 
can be depressing if you -have to 
shovel it. 

If you fall into this last catego- 
ry, remember that shoveling 
snow is extremely hard work, 
especially if you pick up large 
loads and throw it some dis: 
tance. You should not shovel 
snow unless you are in peak 
physical condition. 

Every winter there are a few 
people who experience heart 
attacks while shoveling snow. 
Many others suffer back, shoul- 
der or arm -injury,- strained or 
pulled muscles, or serious falls. 
_If you are not in peak condi- 
tion and cannot avoid shoveling 
snow, remember your limits. 

Rest frequently — pace your- 
self. You don’t have to shovel ail 
the snow at once. Do it a little at 
a time. 

If you become short of breath,

fore continuing. = 

If yow éxperience chest pain, 
arm pata or numbness, stop 
immediately and go indoors. 

Be sure to use a 
shovel, and lift wil 
muscles, not your back.
